PLANE ACCIDENT AT AIRPORT 


Bomber Noses Part Way | 
Over After Landing. | 
A navy bombing plane, enroute 


by airline southeast of Lambert- 
St. Louis Field, related that he 


spent much of his time listening 


over a short wave radio set to com- 
munications between planes and 
the airport. 

About 10 o’clock Wednesday night, 
Ewing said he was changing the 
setting of his dial to conform to 
the change from day to night 
broadcasting frequencies at the air- 
port when he picked up a message 
at a frequency on which he had 
never previously heard a broadcast. 

“An excited voice,” Ewing testi- 
fied, “said distinctly, ‘Turn on the 
field lights—emergency.’ 

“Then the message was repeated 
in slightly different form. ‘Please 
turn on the field lights for a land- 
ing.’ I believe he said ‘a forced 
landing’ or ‘an emergency land- 
ing.’” 

Radio operators at the field had 
stated that no word was heard 
from the plane after the takeoff. 
Ewing made it plain that he re- 
ceived the message while his dial 
was turned to a point other than 
the usual one on which he listened 
to communications between planes 
and the flying field. 

Radio Operating at Time. 


Chicago & Southern officials an- 
nounced today that an inspection of 
the plane’s radio equipment éstab- 
lished that it was operating at the. 
time of the crash. Switches beside 
the seats of both the pilot and co- 
pilot showed the regular’ radio 
equipment for receiving the direc- 
tional beam, was being used since 
the switches for an auxiliary re- 
ceiving set were off. 

The regular radio receiving equip- 
ment was demolished but the auxil- 
iary set, located further back in the 
fuselage, operated when tested aft- 
er its removal from the wreckage, 
it was said, indicating that it was 
in order before the crash if it had 
been needed. The antenna was 
found in the wreckage, officials 
said, discounting the possibility that 
its absence might have _ interfered 
with reception on the City of Mem- 
phis. 

Other Witnesses. 

Other witnesses gave testimony 
similar to that obtained yesterday 
at a Coroner’s inquest at which a 
verdict of “death from an airplane 
accident, the cause of which is un- 
known,” was returned.

Cross-Examination of Mrs. Thomas- 
son by Verne Lacy. 

Beginning cross-examination of 
Mrs. Thomasson, Verne R. C. Lacy, 
new counsel for the Muenches, ques- 
tioned her about numerous aliases 
she had used in traveling about 
the country. She acknowledged use 
of various names, explaining it was 
on advice of counsel in most in- 
stances.

State Objection Sustained.

BERLIN, Aug. & — The neutral- 
ity of Soviet Russia in Spain's civil | 
war must be assured before a gen- 
eral European non-intervention pol- 
icy, such «as is proposed by the 
French, can be effective, the For- 
eign Office said today. 

The Nazi Government agreed “in 
principle” with the French pro 
posal that the rest of Europe keep 


its hands off the Spanish situation, 
but attached reservations as to the 
character and scope of its neutral- 
ity. 

Fully aware of the potentialities 
of the conflict, Germany is co 
operating with other European Pow- 
ers in an effort to evolve a really 
effective neuatrality plan, the For- 
eign Office made plain. 

To Fight if Necessary. 

Nevertheless, the Hitler Govern- 
ment made no secret of the fact it 
intended to protect its nationals by 
force of arms if necessary. It em- 
phasized its demands on Madrid 
and Barcelona for reparation for 
loss of life and property in Spain 
with a display of naval force 
around the coast of the Spanish 
peninsula. Eight German warships 
lay in Spanish waters to empha- 
size the determination of Germany 
to brook no further interference 
with the rights of German citizens. 

Andre Francois ~- Poncet, the 
French Ambassador to Berlin, who 
twice this week has visited Kon- 
stantin von Neurath, was assured 
by the German Foreign Minister 
that this country weéicomed in 
principle the idea of neutrality 
agreements if they could be made 
collective. 

In the firet conversation with 
Von Neurath the Ambassador mere 
ly asked for the views of the Ger- 
man Government on the neutrality 
agreement. On a second visit he 
submitted specific proposals for 
carrying out neutrality — such as 
embargoes on arms and airplanes. 
Von Neurath replied the German 
Government would give them most 
careful study. 

Condolences From Hitler. 

Personal condolences from Chan- 
cellor Hitler were sent to the fam- 
{lies of German victims in the Span- 
ish civil war, three of whom were 
asserted to be members of the 
Nazi Labor Front. 

(These three, with one other 
young German, were reported to 
have been executed by Leftists near 
Barcelona after a summary court- 
martial. Three other Germans 
have been reported killed since the 
outbreak of the Spanish rebellion.)

International Neutral Zone Sug- 
gested by British Press.

NDON, Aug. 8—An interna- 
tional neutral zone around Spain 
to be patrolled by warships from 
nations accepting the non-interven- 
tion agreement was suggested by 
the British press today. 

The proposal came after a sharp 
protest to both the Spanish Gov- 
ernment and the rebellious Fascists 
against firing on British vessels 
and property.

William Green Presents

OFFERS TO RESIGN 


TO TEST SENTIMENT 


Newspaper Workers’ Presi- 
dent, Persuaded Not to 
Quit, Declares He Wants 
Referendum. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—William 
Green, president of the American 


Federation of Labor, welcomed the 
American Newspaper Guild into his 
organization last night, only to 
learn a few moments later that the 
Guild soon may be asked to decide 
whether it wants to bolt and join 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization headed by John L. Lewis. 

When the ceremonies of confer- 
ring an A. F. of L. charter on the 
Guild had been concluded at a meet- 
ing in Hotel Biltmore, Heywood 
Broun, national president of the 
Guild, announced that he would of- 
fer his resignation as president of 
the Guild today coupled with a re- 
quest that its acceptance or re- 
jection be made the issue of a ref- 
erendum on affiliation with the 
CIO. Still later Broun was per- 
suaded to abandon the idea of re- 
signing as president, but he said 
he was still anxious to have the 
Guild consider the “problem of the 
CIO” and to declare its intentions 
“so as to be ready for any con- 
tingencies.” 

Broun to Test Sentiment. 

“I propose, speaking personally 
and not as president,” Broun said, 
“to find out what the Guild wishes 
to do in regard to the alternatives 
of craft and industrial unionism.” 

Just ‘before the meeting Broun 
said he had talked by telephone 
with Lewis, saying to him, “We 
can’t walk into the A. F. of L. and 
walk right out again,” and asking 
Lewis what he advised doing. 
“Lewis said, ‘keep your shirt on,’” 
Broun added. 

Other Guild officers promptly rose 
to second that suggestion. Jona- 
than Eddy, national secretary, and 
Carl Randau, president of the New 
York Guild, asked Broun to sleep 
a night over the proposition of sub- 
mitting his resignation. 

Earlier in the evening, in greet- 
ing Green before an assembly of 
250. newspaper workers, Broun 
had hailed the A. F. of L. char- 
ter of the Guild as a milestone, “a 
point to which we have been di- 
rected since the beginning.” 

He later asked that the Guild go 
forward immediately to another 
milestone, industrial unionism. 

Green Takes Digs at Lewis. 

In the course of a lengthy ad- 
dress, Green without mentioning 
Lewis’ name, took some digs at 
him and told the newspaper men 
that the issue in the current “fam- 
ily dispute” in the A. F. of L. was 
not one of craft vs. industrial union- 
ism, but one of democracy—whether 
the A, F. of L. should abide by the 
majority decision taken at its con- 
vention in Atlantic City to pursue, 
until the next convention, the craft 
union policy. 

The Guild gathering also was ad- 
dressed by Joseph P. Ryan, presi- 
dent of the Central Trades and La- 
bor Council; George Meany, presi- 
dent of the New York State Federa- 
tion of Labor, and William Collins, 
New York City representative of 
the A. F. of L., who said he was 
happy to welcome the Guild, “even 
if it’s only for a short time.” 

At its 1935 convention at Cleve- 
land the Guild indorsed the prin- 
ciple of industrial unionism. 

At its convention in New York 
last June it indorsed industrial 
unionism in the newspaper indus- 
try 

Last June’s convention, in voting 
to affiliate with the A. F. of L. 
instructed .the Guild’s officers to 
petition for charter. 

The convention set up no special 
machinery by which the Guild 


‘might withdraw from the A. F. of 
|L. and cast its lot with Lewis and

STATIONS FIX RETAIL PRICE 


The nine major oil companies 
operating in Missouri are contem- 
plating adoption of the “Iowa 
plan” for marketing gasoline and 
oil, whereby the retail price will be

BEER TRUGK MAN 


KILLED; ROW OVER 
FUNERAL FLOWERS 


Clarence Bosler Shot in 
Quarrel Over Union’s 
Failure to Send Bouquet 
for Member’s Wife.

Clarence Bosler, 26-year-old beer 
truck driver, was shot four times 
and killed shortly after last mid- 
night in a tavern at 2870 Missouri 
avenue as the clin.ax of a quarrel 
which police were told started over 
the failure of the brewery chauf- 
feurs’ union to send flowers to the 
funeral of the wife of a member. 

Police detained August Wessler, 
34-year-old beer truck chauffeur, 
who was identified by witnesses as 
the man who shot. Bosler. Wessler, 
arrested three hours after the kill- 
ing at his home, 8816 North Broad- 
way, admitted scuffling with Bos- 
ler, stating his revolver was acci- 
dentally discharged. 

Stories of Other Men. 

From associates of the men police 
learned that the trouble started 
shortly after 8 p. m. in a saloon at 
2000 Shenandoah avenue when 
Christian Fexer, 3127 South Jeffer- 
son avenue, a beer truck driver, 
whose wife was buried yesterday, 
denounced the union for being 
“too cheap to send my wife a $3 
bouquet.” 

Wessler took exception to Fexer’s 
remark and threatened to report 
the matter to the union. There was 
a brawl on the sidewalk outside the 
saloon, in which Fexer, Wessler and 
several other men took part, and 
later the group had several rounds 
of drinks while continuing the quar- 
rel. Bosler and William Watson, a 
WPA laborer, 3127 South Jefferson 
avenue, were present. Wessler sub- 
sequently drove away in his auto- 
mobile. 

Wessler returned to the Shenan- 
doah avenue tavern shortly before 
midnight and asked an acquain- 
tance, James O’Toole, 2416 Lemp 
avenue, to go with him, explaining, 
O’Toole told police, “I have some 
trouble to clean up.” During the 
short drive to the Missouri avenue 
tavern Wessler displayed two re- 
volvers and remarked “I have to 
shoot a guy,” O’Toole said. 

Fight at Second Saloon. 

Watson said he was sianding at 
the bar in the Missouri avenue tav- 
ern, which is operated by Mrs. 
Bertha Kaufmann, wife of a brew- 
ery truck driver, when Wessler 
and O’Toole entered at a side door. 
Bosler was in the lavatory, and 
Wessler strode in after him. There 
was loud talk, then several shots. 
Both men lurched out into the bar, 
where Watson said, he leaped to 
Bosler’s aid, wrenching a revolver 
from Wessler’s grasp. Wessler 
drew a second revolver, but did not 
fire, and ran to his machine and 
drove away. O’Toole ran out, but 
was picked up on the street by po- 
lice. 

Bosler staggered outside and was 
supported by Watson until police 
arrived. He died on arrival at 
City Hospital, where examination 
showed he had been shot in the 
chest, the abdomen and twice in the 
side. 

Bosler was married and resided 
at 3127A South Jefferson avenue.

The Brookings Reports. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE publications of the Brookings In- 

stitution are being commented upon 
and quoted with increasing frequency. 
The four volumes reporting the institu- 
tion’s examination of our not altogether 
satisfactory economic system seem to be 
in the way of becoming a sort of eco- 
nomic bible. Like the Bible, the volumes 
can be quoted to support views that are 
dissimilar or even exactly opposed. 

The conservative Atlantic Monthly 
prints an article headed “Preventive Eco- 
nomics,” written by a New York business 
man, who seems to have read at least one’ 
of the volumes and finds that we have) 
violated the rules set out in the Manches- 
ter school of economics. These violations 
account for our economic distress and 
their discontinuance will make things all 
right again. There is no fundamental 
change in our conditions that makes it 
foolish to think of present-day problems 
just as the classic economists thought 
about the problems that presented them- 
eelves a century or more ago. 

On the other hand, the most liberal 
journals of commeht quote data from the 
Brookings volumes to show that the class- 
ic economic analysis has lost its rele- 
vance in the super-financial and mecha- 
nistic age. So it looks like these books 
might be worth reading if only just to see 
whether it is the conservatives or the 
radical writers who have the best right 
to quote from them. 

They are indeed worth reading. They 
are the report of a tolerably objective 
atudy of our ecohomic machine. When 
the writers proceed, however, from their 
findings to reasoned conclusions, then 
courage and logic appear to me to lack 
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PROBING THE INVESTMENT TRUST. 


The Federal Securities and Exchange Commission 
has been made the object of an injunction proceeding 
in its current investigation of the country’s rapidly 
growing investment trusts. A stockholder in the 
Equity Corp. has filed suit to stop the inquiry, and 
the SEC has made answer in the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia with a brief telling why it 
is gathering information on these agencies for co- 
operative investment. 

It is no condemnation of the investment trust to say 
that such a collection of information is in order. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars have been invested 
through purchase of shares of investment trust com- 
panies, which in turn buy market securities. One esti- 
mate is that six billion dollars are invested through 
these trusts. The three large management type trusts 
with home offices in Boston alone have combined re- 
sources of more than $200,000,000. If the issuance and 
sale of the securities themselves are a proper subject 
for government supervision—and they are—it is 
equally true that the practices of companies which 
buy and sell such securities for investors who wish 
to diversify their holdings should also be known. 

The investment trust is of British origin. The first 
companies were started about the middle of the last 
century, but it was between 1875 and 1890, when a 
large market was developed for the export of British 
capital overseas, that they really began to expand. 
In the United States, some of the investment trusts 
became mixed up in the speculative orgy of 1928-29, 
and so got afield of their avowed aims. It was this 
which led John T. Flynn, an able critic of financial 
methods, to write a book which he called “Investment 
Trusts Gone Wrong,” in 1930. 

Since that unhappy experience, these companies, 
by and large, have stuck more closely to their knit- 
ting—which is, essentially, constant investigation of 
investment opportunities and investment holdings, 
with a view to affording the shareholder a greater 
degree of security than he could acquire for himself 
with his limited information and usually limited 
financial resources. 

There is every reason to believe that the investi- 
gation will be carried on with the same intelligence 
and moderation which have characterized the work of 
the Securities and Exchange Commission under its 
first and second chairmen, Joseph P. Kennedy and 
James M. Landis. The chief counsel of the inquiry, 
David Shenker, was assistant to Ferdinand Pecora 
during the Senate investigation of stock exchange 
practices. It was Mr. Shenker who digested the 20,000 
pages of testimony and prepared the report which 
opened the way for the Securities Act of 1933 and the 
Securities and Exchange Act, passed a year later. 
Since the creation of the SEC, he has been a member 
of its legal staff, and as such is familiar with the 
wise way in which its administrators have handled 
the regulatory powers Congress intrusted to them.

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ISSUE THE WATERFOWL REGULATIONS. 

There should be no further delay in proclaiming 
waterfowl hunting regulations for the approaching 
season. 

Under the Migratory Bird Treaty Act, ft is the 
duty of the Secretary of Agriculture, with the ap- 
proval of the President, to fix the open season, as 
well as to promulgate other regulations as to the 
hunting of ducks and geese. 

Last year, the regulations were issued Aug. 1. The 
year before they came out Aug. 22. In 1933, they 
were delayed until Sept. 11, a scant 10 days before the 
opening of the season in the northern sone and a lit- 
tle more than a month before it was open in Missouri 
and Illinois. 

Clubs, individual sportsmen and their many thou- 
sands of employes, to say nothing of all those inci- 
dentally benefited by waterfowl hunting (it is esti- 
mated by More Game Birds in America—A Founda- 
tion, that 50,000 persons in the United States gain a 
livelihood from the sport), are entitled to know a| ‘ 
long time in advance when the season is to open 
and what the regulations are to be. 

This is because considerable preparation is neces- 
sary on the part of duck-hunting clubs in advance of 
the season’s opening and because many hunters, ow- 
ing to the exigencies of their work, must be able to 
plan their fall and winter trips long before they 
are due to take place. 

The delay cannot be excused on the ground that 
waterfowl conditions are not yet known. The experts 
of the Bureau of Biological Survey have been mak- 
ing a continuous study of them. Only recently they 
reported, in answer to questions as to the effect of 
the drouth upon the waterfowl population, that the 
increase in the number of ducks in the northern part 
of their breeding range is perhaps large enough to 
offset the heavy losses in the drouth region. They 
also reported that last spring’s migration was larger 
than that of 1935. Only about one-sixth of the con- 
tinental breeding range, according to bureau officials, 
was affected by the drouth.

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On the Registration Frauds Scandal

ANY persons regard the St. Louis 

Post-Dispatch as America’s most impor- 
tant liberal newspaper. Some say it is this 
country’s greatest, and others that it is sure- 
ly the greatest outside of New York. Cer- 
tainly its editorial page is the peer of any 
today. 

The Post-Dispatch is the only surviving 
Pulitzer paper, and in its masthead one still 
finds the following, written by Joseph Pulit- 
zer in 1907: 

“I know that my retirement will make no 
difference in its cardinal principles; that it 
will always fight for progress and reform, 
never tolerate injustice or corruption, al- 
ways fight demagogues of all parties, never 
belong to any party, always oppose privi- 
leged classes and public plunderers, never 
lack sympathy with the poor, always remain 
devoted to the public welfare; never be sat- 
isfied with merely printing news; always 
be drastically independent; never be afraid 
to attack wrong, whether by predatory 
plutocracy or predatory poverty.” 

The Post-Dispatch still lives up to the 
ideals set forth in its platform. 

Recently, the Post-Dispatch, after thor- 
ough investigation, disclosed evidences of 
wholesale fraud in registration of city vot- 
ers. The lists have been padded with ficti- 
tious names. Thirty-four names were entered 
on the polling lists, all from an address 
where now stands a three-room “hang-out” 
of one of the ward bosses. Forty-eight names 
were registered from a two-story building 
that has been unoccupied for the last five 
months. Fifty-six names were registered 
from a two-story building that has been va- 
cated for a year. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter took a list of 160 
persons, registered as residents of a cer- 
tain hotel. The manager of the hotel was 
able to identify only six of the names; the 
other 154 he said he had never heard of. “As 
a rule,” he told the reporter, “we have not 
more than 40 to 50 permanent guests.” 

“The Ghosts Are Walking Again” is the 
title of Fitzpatrick’s masterful cartoon on 
the scandal. Many other notorious exam- 
ples of fraud are given by the paper. 

The Post-Dispatch continues to stand high 
in the field of American journalism. For 
the exposure of the fraudulent practices in 
the registration of voters it will earn again 
the hearty applause of Missouri. 


VOTING SCANDAL IN ST. LOUIS. 
From the Waterbury (Conn.) Republican. 

VIDENCE that the scandalous padding 

of voting lists is not confined to Water- 
bury and the eastern section of the country 
is shown by a series of articles printed by 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

There we find, as everywhere that the 
brazen practice is observed, hundreds of 
names kept on the voting list long after the 
voters had died. These ghostly citizens were 
used by a corrupt underworld gang to swell 
the vote of the favorite son. Repeaters 
pulled the levers for the deceased voters and 
no one was the wiser until the Citizens’ Non- 
Partisan Committee entered the picture to 
determine why the registration for the Aug. 
4 primary was higher than the total listed 
voters for the last presidential] election. 

The perpetrators of the fraud worked in 
bold and shameless fashion, says the 
Post-Dispatch, apparently with a feeling of 
perfect security because previous efforts to 
disclosé their illicit manipulations had come 
to naught. Fifty-six voters were credited 
with living at an unfurnished building, 160 
bogus voters were listed as residents of a 
hotel where only six were found, and 48 
were registered from a dwelling house that 
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had not been occupied in five months. The 
Post-Dispatch did a very creditable job in 
giving ample publicity to the scandal. For 
days pictures of the abandoned living quar- 
ters of “voters” were shown on the front 
pages and we suspect that residents of the 
city are how convinced that there is some- 
thing rotten outside of Denmark. 

The Post-Dispatch deplores the fact that 
such a situation could not have existed with- 
out colossal indifference or direct conniv- 
ance of the Election Board—the body re- 
sponsible for the accuracy of the voting lists. 
It chooses to believe, and rightly so, that 
such brazen padding of the election lists 
could not have happened under proper ad- 
ministration. “It is clear,” says the Post-Dis- 
patch editorially, “that a powerful political 
underworld has come into being in St. Louis 
—an underworld with official allies.”

ee EMOCRACY” as it is practiced by 
political gangsters has stuck its head 
out from behind the corner in the registra- 
tion frauds recently exposed in St. Louis. 
The story may interest those naive folks who 
believe that the poll tax should be abolished 
and registration introduced as a curb on 
crooked politics. 

Under the Missouri law the voters regis- 
tered on June 18. The political bosses and 
the smaller fry who were in on the “fix” ap- 
parently were sitting pretty. They had the 
machinery for “repeating” greased and in- 
spected, They had muzzles on election of- 
ficials. Doubtless their candidates were well 
trained to do their little tricks. It was a per- 
fect setting for a typical blackjacking of the 
honest voter. 

But Bobby Burns’ “best laid schemes of 
mice and men” broke in on their plans. The 
editor of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch didn't 
like the layout. There was something “sour” 
about it to his inquiring mind, so he sent 
reporters to find out what was going on. 

Result: A registration fraud of what our 
ancient editors called “mammoth propor- 
tions.” Buildings vacant for months, often 
years, were the addresses of hundreds of 
registrants, Persons who had been dead for 
years were registered. Countless hundreds 
were listed under the general head of “not 
found.” Scores long since had moved from 
the city. In one precinct a partial recheck 
showed 26 per cent of fraud that should 
have been detected in a previous canvass. 

And so it went. Political leaders first 
scoffed at the newspaper’s exposures, tried 
to laugh them off, then to bully the editor 
out of the investigation. But they failed 
and more than 40,000 cases of fraudulent 
registration have been uncovered 

Because of this fine bit of public service 
by the Post-Dispatch, St. Louis will be as- 
sured of a reasonably honest election.

RED TERROR REIGNING 
NN ONCE-GAY MADRID 


Suspected Fascists Given Sum- 
mary Trials Before Political 
Committees—Then Shot. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Aug. 8.—This once-gay 
capital of Spain stili presents a car- 
nival spectacle of bright colors and 
laughter—but it is a fantastic car- 
nival of fear. 

Thous-nds of houses fly red flags. 
Balconies are draped with roughly- 


torn red garments. Windows and 
doorways are festooned with crim- 
son ribbons as a safeguard against 
invasion by bands of red execution- 
ers. 

Laughter now is confined to semi- 
hysterical guffaws of “swaggering 
terrorists staring at the corpses of 
suspected Fascists. 

Aristocrats are exposed to con- 
stant menace of arrest and sum- 
mary trial by one of the red com- 
mittees functioning day and night 
with the inevitable climax—if prov- 
en guilty of Fascist beliefs—death 
before a firing squad. 

Militia Auto Squads. 

At all hours of day and night, au- 
tomobiles commandeered by squads 
of Socialist-Anarchist- Syndicalists 
dash through the streets at break- 
neck speed. Driven by unskilled 
hands, many of them now are bat- 
tered as though they had _ . been 
through a war, with 
wrenched off and mud guards 
bashed in. 

Demolished traffic lights and 
street lamps strewn on the side- 
walks testify to reckless speed. All 
automobiles bear a police placard 
“Authorizado” (authorized to go) 
pasted on the windshields. An 
armed chauffeur: and militiamen 
with rifles across their knees man 


every car. 
Painters have daubed “Red 
Cross,” “American Embassy” and 


“Press” across every available inch 
of coachwork. Traffic rules are 
disregarded in the absence of a sin- 
gle traffic policeman or members 
of the Civil Defense Corps, famed 
for their tri-cornered hats and re- 
sented in the past by workers and
